If it is impossible to furnish a listing, then I will limit my 
request specifically to those documents relating to Vietnam and 
the attempts to "minimize" our involvement there. Could you tell 
me what is available on that topic and how I might obtain copies? 

The documents would be for my personal research and very possibly 
for future writing I plan on the topic. Your assitance would be 
very much appreciated.
